By order dated Cctober 23, 1990, the operator's "Agreed
Order Settling" this conplaint was di sapproved and the operator
was ordered to file additional information in order to have the
settlement approved. As set forth in the order, the operator was
directed to provide the nanes of all affected mners: the nunber
of hours for which each of them were being conpensated: the
amount of conpensation paid to each mner: and signatures to the
agreenent by the duly authorized representatives of the mners
and operator. On Decenber 7, 1990, the operator filed another
"Agreed Order Settling" Wwhich sets forth the details of the
settlement as follows:

The shutdown [of the mne] at issue occurred on
March 20, 1990 at approximately 2:30 P.M Al nminers
were sent hone. The mne reopened at 4:00 P.M on
March 21, 1990. The lost hours were the remainder of
the day shift on the 20th, the full evening shift on
the 2oth, the full night shift on the 21st and the ful
day shift on the 21st. The Conpl ainants represent that
the stated payments fully reinburse each affected
enpl oyee for all hours lost on their scheduled shift,
including overtine. There was no reduction in the
hours payabl e negotiated between the parties as a
function of the settlenment. Each Conplainant repre-
sents that he/she has been fully satisfied and nade
whol e by the Respondent's paynment as described in
Exhibit A and that this action may be di sm ssed.

A list of mners containing the hours and nmonetary

anmount s of conpensation was attached and both parties signed
t he agreenment.
